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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not disclose a double shell tank ship including an outer skin and an inner shell 
surrounding individual holds and spaced from the outer skin and wherein the outer skin and inner 
shell are rigidly interconnected by substantially vertically and horizontally extending connecting 
elements and wherein some of the connecting elements are provided with rated break points that 
tear open upon the imposition of a force on the double shell tank and further wherein the inner 
shell is made of steel having a breaking elongation high enough to enable the inner shell to 
deform without developing a break in most ship collisions, generally as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
